Whilſt the Lord in the childhood of 'his Church, 
preſcribed a numerous multitnde of Ceremonies, for 
this reaſon among others (.as is thought by Divines ) 
that they might be the leſs under temptation to-uſe 
their own deviſings; daring this ſtate of the Church, 
they that liſt may eaſily obſerve how ſeverely the
